Martinl Law for the South.

From the World.

Saturday’s debate in the Housge on the bill for
pulting the Bouth under martinl law foretokens
that it will receive a majority sufficient to carry
it over the veto. The day it was lutroduced
Mr. Stevens, who had charge ot it, exhibited
much of the dictatorial arrogance with which
he bore sway at the last session. It looked as
if the bill was to be driven through without
debute by the sheer force of overbearing party
disoipline, On Thursday Stevens wavered,
doubting if he had backing enough to strangle

debate. On Friday his power was tested, The
prévious tlrugstion was voted down by a large
majority. The radical ranks being thus broken,
ana the widest scope opened for debate, the
general cast of the alscussion on Saturday gave
glimpses of such a demoralization of SBtevens'
phalanx, as indicates that the martial law bill
will fail, and that an attempt will soon be
made towards genuine reconsiruction.

The decline and 18!l of Thad. Stevens' ascen-
dancy can be as easily explained as ita sudden
rise. The sharp crack of his whip, whish ex-
torted ready submlssion before the Congres-
sional elections, has lost its terror since, At the
1ust session, sl the membera of the House snd
one-third of the wembers of the Senate were
anxious about the expiration of thelr terma.
The Republican part of them knew that il they
were re-elected, it gould only be in pursuance
of & regular nomination, snd that the ageres
sive intolerance of the radicals, who, were a
majority of the party in almost every district,
would defeat every candidate whose course
during the Inst scsslon they disapproved. If
Stevens’ cry of mad-dog were raised against
them, they were doomed, and they had no
Iiberty ot action. Now that the elections are
past, many moderate Republicans are disposed
to exercize more independence, They will pre-
fer to see tne reconstruction question settled
at an early day, in order that the public mind
may be engrossed with other questions belore
their clalms are again submitted to the people.
The pussions excited by the war will gradually
abate under the soothing influence of time,
Muuy torecasing politicians who floated nto
power on the floodtide of those passions, will
take oare not to be left high and dry by the ebb,
